LONDON, Dec. 4.—It is reported here that 
the military authorities of Great Britain 
are almost in a funk. Following the order- 
ing out of 10,000.fresh men comes the rumor 
that Lord Roberts will be ordered to Cape 


Town ta take chief command Of all British | 


forces in south Africa, superseding General 
Buller. 
his hands full with the Natal situation, while 
Generals Gatacre, French, and Methuen are 
operating almost as independent com- 
manders. Continental critics insist that the 
Boer tactics will land Methuen in Kimber- 
ley so weakened that he will not be able 
to move towards Bloemfontein or Pretoria, 
because the lines behind him will be cut 
by Boer raiders. . The same authorities de- 


clare that the Free-Staters can hold Gen- 


erals French and Gatacre safe, while all 
the remaining Boers will check General | 
Buller at the Tugela River and eventually 
wear out General White at Ladysmith. It 
is said now that 500 Boers only fought 
Methuen at Gras Pan, that the force he de- 
teated at Belmont retreated into the Orange 
Free State, and that the troops at Modder 
River were entirely fresh on from 
the Transvaal. 

The numbers and mobility of ‘the Boers 
is a source of constant surprise and anxiety 


to British authorities, and the entire British | 


public, from royalty to the lower ¢lasses, 
is plunged in amazement and grief at the 
frightful losses in battle. The Queen now 
goes about her daily functions with red 
eyes and is reporfed to weep and bemoan 
the deaths of her soldiers and the horrible 
ravages of the war. The Princess of Wales, 
in private, expresses her horror of the war 
and the terrible suffering and pain brought 
upon thé British. 

The War office is constantly besieged by 
members of the nobility seeking information 
of relatives at the front. One Duchess re- 
fuses to read any telegrams sent her, for 
fear of receiving the worst news of her 
sons, cousins, nephews, or other members 
of the family at the front. 
Representatives of the French wha Ger- 
man newspapers were barred out of the 
press lobby at the War office today. No 
foreigners will be allowed about the build- 
ing during the continuance of the war.

THE NAVAL 
The report of the Secretary of the Navy, 

the substance of which has been already 
printed in Tue Trisywe, is mainiy of in - 
terest for the additions to the navy which 
Becretary Long and the Naval Board of 
Construction desire should he made dur- 
ing the year 1900, In the program as un- 
derlined there are no battleships, but in 


their places large, swift, and powerful 


armored cruisers and light gunboats, It 
calls for three armored cruisers of 13,500 
tons displacement, which will make them 
nearly 2.000 tons hea vier than the latest 
battleships, Kentucky, Alabama, and Kear- 
sarge, these being of about 11,000 tons 
displacement, and about 4,000 tons heavier 
than the largest armored cruiser at present, 
Brooklyn, ‘The three new cruisers will 
thus be among the most formidable war 
vessels afloat, as they are to carry the 


nance for vessels of their class, “to be 


gheathed and coppered and to have the 


highest practicable speed and great radius 
of action.” It is understood they will have 
10-inch guns, as compared with the 8-inch 
guns of the present ernisers, Brooklyn and 
New York. 

In addition to these 
cruisers the program calls for three pro- 
tected cruisers of about 8,000 tons dis- 
placement, which will carry the most power- 
ful ordnance of vessels of that class. The 
same specifications are made as to speed 
and coal endurance. Here again there is 
an increase in size and effectiveness, for 
the three protected cruisers will be more 
powerful than any of the present armored 
cruisers.

SECOND-CLASS MAIL ABUSES. 
The most important recommendation made 
in Postmaster General Smith's admirable 
report is the one calling upon Congress to 
put an end to the abuse of second-class mail

The second-class rate of one cent a pound 
was intended only for newspapers and other 
legitimate periodicals devoted to the dis- 
semination of public intelligence. It is now 
used to an enormous extent for the sending 
of novels, advertising sheets, house organs, 
and a long nondescript list of publications 
issued solely for private profit. For these 
the public is paying millions of dollars. The 
mails are overloaded with this illegitimate 
matter and the whole service is handicapped 
and injured by it.

The law never con- 
templated any such abuse as has been 
possible by the perversion and evasion of 
its meaning. It should be brought back to 
its original intent by a supplementary law 
that will stop the gap through which private 
interests have invaded and preémpted a do- 
main to which they have no right. | 


BANKERS’ ATTITUDE TOWARD TRUSTS. 
Trust methods, especially those of the re- 
cently organized concerns, are criticised in 
an editorial in the Bankers’ Magazine, 
whose attitude is that of the investor or 
money-lender, It is insisted that the over- 
capitalization of corporations works a sub- 
stantial injury to nearly everybody and ben- 
efits only. those immediately concerned in 
the inflation. Laborers, consumers, and in- 
yestors are all made to pay an unnecessary 
and extortionate tribute to promote the 
formation of these vast monopolies. | 
The Bankers’ Magazine contends that 
corporations should be subject to State and 
federal control, and insists that such action 
by government would be as appropriate if 
not more equitable than control of the 
banks, Time was when practically any- 
body whe could secure the services of a 
printer could start a bank, issue notes, and 
get rich, without capital, at the expense of 
a gullible public. This easy method of mak- 
ing money was suppressed long ago. Today 
the business of banking is under strict con- 
trol, and a return to the old system would 
not be tolerated by the people. 1 
The Bankers“ Magazine believes that 
whatever arguments can be brought in favor 
of government contro! of banks hold as good 
in the case of corporations, The banks are 


used by comparatively few people, while 


corporations control light, transportation,
